report of the secretary of commerce 
and labor, dt-livered 
today 
to

president for transmission

gress. Secretary Oscar S. Straus an­ 
nounced

mendations and suggestions.

gard to the work of the bureau of 
corporations in the 
investigations of 
trusts 
and 
combines, 
Secretary 
Straus declares his belief that “ ul­ 
timately the national development of 
industries will force the adoption of 
a national system 
of regulation or 
supervision of some such general na­ 
ture as that already applied 
to na­ 
tional biinks, in order that the sig­ 
nificant facts of 
corporate manage­ 
ment may be laid before congress and 
the public as the only basis for just 
and intelligent action thereon.** 
Among other matters dealt with in 
the report are methods of bringing

dustries, as well as with further w(#k 
on the petroleum industry, and with 
inquiries connected with canals, coast-

“ Corporate activity has become na­ 
tional in its commercial scope, but 
its legal status 
is

ditions should at least be brought im 
to some reasonable relation 
to the 
business facts. 
Corporate commerce, 
as carried on by these great compa­ 
nies, whose operations 
substantiaMy 
constitute the whole problem before 
us, is national.

control over 
them, to some e:ttent at least, should 
also be national, by the general gov­ 
ernment. The power and jurisdiction 
of the regulative authority should be

A letter from Jap an, p ublished 
in 
Berlin, says that the study of the 
German language in Jap an has fallen 
oft in the last few years. 
At the 
dò se of the sbhool term of 1900 in 
Tokio the dep artment of exaratftatiò ns 
rep orted that the following languages 
had been studied fn the schools: Eng­ 
lish, Chinese, Gertnah and Russian. 
French, Korean and Sp anish 
were 
neglected. 
In 1904 the number of stu­ 
dents of Chinese increased 100 p er 
cent, and the study of English fell 
off. while there was a marked in­ 
crease of German students. 
In 1907 statistics show that the Ger­ 
man language has lost in favor, and it 
has gone back to seventh p lace. 
Eng­ 
lish has not retrograded, and 
has 
30 students in the ‘final’ class to 13 
who study German. 
“Young men who are being 
edu­ 
cated for busiftess careers,” says the 
writer,' ‘“do not study German, but it 
is still p op ular for those who are 
in the scientific .cl^rcle^.’

Probably one- 
half of the houses In Marseilles have 
been built of this materia!, and thou­ 
sands of the older buildings, many 
hundred years old, are held together 
by ordinary lime. Walls built of quick­ 
lime beton must be laid up slowly, but 
with hydraulic lime beton they can 
be erected as fast as masons 
can 
work. The solidity of lime beton con­ 
struction is shown by the sea walls 
and docks in Marseilles, where mason­ 
ry of this kind may be seen 
both 
above and below sea w'ater. the most 
difficult lest to which building mate­ 
rial can be subjected.

THE STATE 
LABOR 
INSPECTOR; 
WRITES RF.GARDING MISSOURI 
INSPECTION STATUTE, 


SMALL ESTABLISHMENTS INCLUDED 


They Frequently Need Examination 
More Than the Very Large Places 
Where Labor is Emp loyed— 
Is Only Doing Duty. 


Last Week o f the Big 5 Sales

of Sedalia. 


Editor Demociat-Seutinel. 
St. Louis, Mo. , Dec. 7.—Thu Hon. 
E, E. Johnson, rep resentative from 
Pettis county, is quoted in an article 
ai)p earing in a recent issue of your 
p ap er as holding to the op inioi that 
retail storqs are not included in the 
establishments to be insp ected byTne 
state factory insp ector. 
With the greatest resp ect and def­ 
erence to Mr. Johnson, whom I esteem 
highly p ersonally, I am sure he is 
mistaken. 
Section 2 of the p resent 
factory Insp ection laws p rovides that 
the insp ector shall make not less than 
two annual insp ections of “all fac­ 
tories, 
warehouses,, freight 
dep ots, 
niachUie shop s, laundries, tenement 
workshop s, 
bakeshop s, 
hotel« , 
res­ 
taurants, 
Dowling 
alleys, 
theaters, 
concert halls or p laces 
of 
p ublic 
amusement and other manufacturing, 
mechanical and mercantile establish­ 
ments and workshop s in all cities 
having a p op ulation of ten thousand 
inliabltaijits or more.” 
It further p ro­ 
vides that he shall “enforce laws re­ 
lating -to the insp ection of the estab­ 
lishments enumerated heretofore in 
this section.” 
If Mr. Johns'ion will kindly look 
up Article 17. Chap ter 91. R. S. Mo., 
1809. he will find many sections of 
law therein referring to conditions in 
mercantile establishments 
that 
the 
factory insp ector is directed 
look 
after. 
The reierence in section H431 
to all factories emp loying more than 
ten p ersons simp ly means that in all 
such p laces 
“frequent 
insp ections” 
must be made, owing to the greater 
danger to health, life and limb in 
such establishments. 
During the tiiscussions in th» ' sen­ 
ate esp ecially, the fact was brought 
out that the smaller establishments 
frequently 'needed 
the 
insp ections 
the most and an 
amendment 
was 
adop ted in that body that all p laces 
emp loying three p ersons or less in 
number should p ay an insp ection fee 
of fifty cents twice each year. 
I think Mr. .Johnson got his erro­ 
neous imp ression fro:n the child labor 
law 
p assed 
last 
winter, in which 
stores emp loying less than t-n p er­ 
sons are exemp ted from certaii p ro­ 
visions of that law. 
There a're so 
many othei* requir.eme$its, how’eveir, 
both in the state laws as well us mu­ 
nicip al ordinances, concerning mer­ 
cantile and other establishments and 
p laces where labor is emp loyed under 
conditions 
that 
might 
harm 
the 
health, life, limb or good morals of 
the emp loye, that the factory insp ect­ 
or is comp elled to take cognizance 
of them and seek to enforce them as 
directed. 
The child labor law is only 
a small, although very imp ortant p art 
of his duties, as for instance the in­ 
sp ector must look after the vr-ntilat- 
ing. heating, lighting, safety arrange­ 
ments, p rop er sanitation 
of 
work- 
rdoms and water closets, as w’ell as 
the p rovisions for sep arate toilet and 
diessing rooms for both sexes 3r seats 
jfor female emp loyes, when not act­ 
ually required by their 5vork to stand 
on their feet, and so forth. 
I trust this will be siiffici"‘!it to 
show not only my authority, hut my 
duty under the laW to 
insp ect 
all 
stores where labor is emp loyed. 
Let me beg sp ace to say in conclu­ 
sion that if the p uhilc would ap p re­ 
ciate the existing conditions in some 
of the smaller p laces, as the insp ect­ 
ors do, they would certainly endorse 
even closer insp ection than we are 
al)le to make with the p resent a])p ro- 
p riation of the state law.

St. TvoniS;, Mo., No^^ 9.— The state 
of Missouri is in imminent <!nnger 
of losing its National Guard. In fact, 
the state will he without troops after 
January 21, unless the officials who 
hav e charge 
of 
the 
organizations 
mak e heroic efforts to eoitiply with a 
general order just issued from Wash­ 
ington, which sets forth the necessary 
req uirements 
to 
be com'plied with, 
that the state may pa» ticipate in the 
federal appropriation under the Dick 
law. The National Guard is f.ar from 
comply ing with the v arious provisions 
set forth in this general order. Un­ 
less these be complied with speedily , 
the v arious regiments and comi» anies 
in Missouri will be rhustered out. 
That the state is in grav e danger of 
losing its civilian soldiers, is realized 
by the officers of the v arious organi­ 
zations in St. Louis and they do not 
hesitate to say that Missouri will not 
share in the federal appropriation. 
The state legislaturie at its last 
session did not appropriate sufficient 
funds to carry on tha work of the 
National Guard, the liwmak ers tak ing 
it for granted that the organizations 
would be tak en care of under the 
Dick Jaw hpproprialiohs, and so, if 
Missouri 
fails 
to 
come up io the 
standard prescribed in 
the 
general 
order just issued, there will te no 
fund with which to support the guard 
and it will pass into history . 
Without a National Guarvl Missouri 
would be helpless from mobs or any 
internal disturbances Missouri would 
be in a position similar to that of 
Nev ada, which is without a N.iTional 
Guard, and w’^hich has to depend on 
the United 3thtes regulars for pro­ 
tection, a« is shown in the present 
diRtnrbance at Goldffeid. 
The Dick bill, which prov ides for 
the support- of the National Guard, 
was passed by congress on .^anuary 
21, 1903, anci the prov ision Which jeo­ 
pardizes the Missouri Guard becomes 
effective January 21, 1908, the v arious 
states hav ing been allowed five y ears 
in w hich to get their troops and eq uip­ 
ment up to the proper standard of 
efficiency in order to share ii the 
federal appropriation prescribed by 
the bill. 
The 
bill 
appropriates 
$2,000,000 
y early toward the support of the Na­ 
tional Guard organization. 
Of this 
sum Missonri’.s share is $75,000. The 
apportionment 
of 
this -$2,000,000 Is 
made in proportion to the number 
o t 
congressional representativ es of the 
v arious states, the bill req uiring that 
each state maintain 100 men for each 
congressman and senator. 
Missouri 
has 
eighteen 
congressional 
repre­ 
sentativ es, and is therefore req uired 
to hav e 1,800 men. 
But the bill fur­ 
ther provides that the state troi'ps be 
properly organize 1 before the appro­ 
priation can be shared in, and it IS 
here that Missouri fails. 
Little more 
than a month is left k i which to do 
this, and no orders hav e been issued 
from the adjutant generaTs office at 
Jefferson City req uesting the company 
ani regimental commanders to com­ 
ply with the war department order, 
so that there is good cause for anx iety 
on the part of the National Guard 
officers. 
The infantry organizations of the 
state are the worst off, and the in­ 
fantry is the greater part of the state 
guard by far. 
General orde** No. 222, 
issued by the war department, is as 
follows regarding the infantry organ­ 
izations: 
“The infantry shall be organized as 
far as possible, into 
regimen.ts 
of 
three battalions of four companies 
each. 
Afte» ' as many regiments as 
possible hav e been formed, the re­ 
maining companies shall be organ­ 
ized. as far as possible, Into separate 
battalions of four 
companies 
each. 
After as many regiments and separate 
battalions 
as 
possible 
hav e 
been 
formed, the companies still remain­ 
ing shall be maintained as separate 
companies. 
The separate battalions 
and separate companies shall be or­ 
ganized as prescribed as hereinbefore 
for a battalion and company , I'ispect- 
ivcly .” 
Regarding the mak eup of a com­ 
pany , 
of 
which it is ordercf’ that 
twelv e shall mak e up a regiment, the 
order say s: 
“Infantry —The minimum strength 
in the different grades for a company 
of infantry shall be as follow’s; One 
captain, one first lieutenant, one sec­ 
ond lieutenant, one first sergeant, one 
q uartermaster 
sergeant, 
four 
ser­ 
geants, six corporals, two cook s, two 1 
musicians, forty -two priv ates, mak ing . 


the minimum total three officers and 
flfty -cigbt enlisted men.
